of 
agricultural 
education” had had small results so 
fir. 
But as an offset to his alarmist 
view of the state of the nation as it 
Is affected by th© relative decline of 
the agricultural population something 
may be said on the question of oppor­ 
tunities. 
Farms will hardly be per- 
manentlv abandoned even in the East 
lf they hold out a fair hope of comfort 
and profit. 
Men who are brought near 
to starvation in rifles because of the

but of the mass under such conditions 
as Mr. Hill describes. 
Given those 
conditions, the pressure would be out­ 
ward; the main attraction, that of a 
decent living, would bo in the coun­ 
try. 
As land became more valuable 
efforts would be made to get a bigger 
yield from it. 
Americans would fol­ 
low the example of Europeans In the 
matter of intensive cultivation. 
Ruch 
problems

themselves out. and

that thens is mu h land in Hie United 
States awaiting the hand of the cul­ 
tivator. 
It could do wonders under 
Improved methods. 
It gives us a great 
advantage over Europe, and In Europe, 
with its smaller reserves, the trend to 
the cities st 111 continuos, 
We are un­ 
able to see In the actual conditions 
any menace of national disaster, hut 
there may be value In the emphasis 
which Mr. Hill places upon his subject. 
The right kind of farming would he a 
good thing for the nation. 
The land 
and its promise under proper care al­ 
ready offer inducements to young men 
who will til he up agricultural work in 
the proper spirit 
Successes are po* 
sib!© where failure Is Indicated by the 
decline In land prices to which Mr 
Hill refers. 
They have been achieved ; 
after failures, and probably the posi­ 
tive demonstrations that the country 
has opportunities as an alternative to 
disheartening struggles in the cities 
will exercise a decisive influence upon 
many people even if they do not pro 
duce a rapid revolution.

The expedition which ended iu Dr. 
Cook’s trip across the polar seas set 
out from Gloucester on July 4. 1907, 
In the schooner John R. Bradley. It 
was organized primarily as a hunt­ 
ing and fishing trip to Labrador and 
Greenland by John 
R. 
Bradley, 
a 
friend of the explorer, 
Dr. Cook per­ 
suaded Mr. Bradley that by spending 
a few additional thousands in sup­ 
plies and equipment .suitable provis­ 
ion might be made for a polar ex­ 
pedition, 
and 
the 
schooner 
sailed 
laden with stores to maintain sev­ 
eral men for two years. 
The Bradley was originally a Glou­ 
cester fisherman, and had been equip­ 
ped with an auxillary gas engine. Be­ 
sides the two explorers she carried 
a crew of seven men, twro from Glou­ 
cester and five from Newfoundland, 
and all familiar with the Labrador 
seas. 
The 
master 
was 
Fantail* 
Moses Bartlett, who had been north 
with Peary in the Roosevelt. 
The schooner fought her way up 
through 
thiek 
fogs 
and 
unusually 
heavy Ice drifts and made land at 
last at North Star Bay, in Greenland. 
Here the hunting came practically to 
an 
end, 
and preparations 
for the 
polar trip 
began 
in 
earnest. 
The 
schooner pushed on to Etah, on the 
west coast, where a small house was 
built 
to 
accommodate the men and 
supplies. 
One man, Rudolph Franke, 
the 
German-American 
cook 
of 
the 
schooner, was to go with Dr. Cook. 
ITovislons for eighteen months were 
left with them, with hardware for 
trading with the Esquimaus, sledges, 
two canvas boats and 
other neces­ 
saries. 
The Bradley sailed on her return 
late in August of 1907. 
The next 
tidings of the explorer carne in a 
letter to Mrs. Cook dated st Oman ill, 
VV* stenholme 
Sound, 
December 
f>, 
1907. 
He then hoped to make a start 
late In January, and told of having 
one hundred dogs and fifteen Esqui­ 
maus. 
The most novel 
feature 
of 
Dr. 
Hook’s plan was that he meant to 
push across the polar sea in the dead 
of winter, instead of waiting, as oth- 
er explorers 
had always done, for 
sum m er weather, when the cold urns 
I, - —i severe. 
His reasoning was I ha* 
th** Ice pack was frozen far more 
solidly during the winter months and 
that the inerease in cold and the dark 
of the winter night were not great 
enough 
hindrances 
to 
balance 
the 
gain 
in 
having firm 
footing 
The 
lanes of open water In th** ice packs 
have always proved lh** most serious 
of all tin- causes of delay to auth 
expeditions. 
From 
Annoatok, 
twenty 
miles 
north of Etah, where he established 
a secondary hate. his route was to 
lie westward along the Bache Penin­ 
sula, over Ellesmere I and, and then 
north over Nansen Sound and the 
polar sea, 
The return was to be by 
way of Kennedy Channel, which runs 
between Ellesmere Land and Green­ 
land, taking advantage of a drift in 
that direction 
If no >hlp arrived at 
Annoatok or Etah h<> was to make 
his way to Gape York or Upernavik 
to put himself in the way of whaling 
ships. 
The 
start 
was 
made 
with 
eight Esquimaus, 
four sledges 
and 
twelve dog teams. 
The last 
word from the explorer 
was 
brought 
back 
by 
Rudolph 
Franke, who was 
rescued 
by 
the 
Roosevelt, th*1 Peary ship, on her re­ 
turn in the summer of lib s. 
It was 
a letter dated “Th** Polar Sea, North 
of Gape Hubbard, March 17, 
It 
read, in part: 
“Thus far all has gone well, but 
th*> weather has been awfully cold 
If w<* are lucky we will tak e a short 
cut back and get to Annoatok by th** 
end of May. 
Up to the present 
I 
have srncn nothing of Cooker Land 
and I am taking a straight course for 
the pole. 
Th** beys are doing well, 
and I have plenty of dogs. 
I hope 
to succeed. 
At any rate, I will m ake 
a desperate attempt 
I wish you to 
pct ready to go tit Yep ll lo, the Isl 
and off North Star where th** whal­ 
e r s ’ steamers come, by th** fifth of 
June, and if I ant not back go home 
with th** whalers.

much poorer

elsewhere. 
“At the same time there are cer­ 
tain things that it is wise to con­ 
sider in the selection of a boarding 
house, one of these concerning the 
bounteousness 
of

table. 
You 
cannot 
live 
by dishes 
alone; 
you 
must have food; a pretty table would 
little please if there were on it noth­ 
ing to eat; and so I suppose it wilt 
be 
conceded 
that 
in 
choosing 
a 
boarding place ta** question of wheth 
er we would get enough to eat or 
not would be an important if not in­ 
deed the primary consideration. 
“Fortunately there is a simple way 
by which we can determine this be­ 
fore taking board permanently. 
A|e 
pearances are deceitful and we may 
som etimes be misled; but this sim­ 
ple way that I will now describe to 
you will at least serve a*s a useful 
guide. 
“If you are wise you wdll eat a 
sample dinner in the house in ad­ 
vance pending negotiations; 
and if 
you find the meat portions served 
generous and the vegetables served 
to you 
in 
dishes 
from 
which you 
help yourself to so much as you de­ 
sire, it is a fair presumption that in 
this house you would get enough to 
eat. 
The meat portions might not 
be very large, but if they were of 
fair dimensions and the vegetables 
were still served so that you could 
help yourself to whatever you want­ 
ed, and the bread supply was ample, 
why, then you might consider that 
here you would get enough to eat; 
but if the vegetables are served to 
you in little side dishes, containing 
portions dished out in tho kitchen, 
why, then 
it is your own fault if 
you go astray. 
‘To he euro, the portions in the 
little dishes may be generous, but 
it i«n’t in reason to expect that they 
would be. 
Dished up in the kitchen, 
where the rule is 
economy, 
as 
in 
truth it has to be, for there is none 
too much profit 
in the 
boarding 
house 
business even 
at 
Its 
best, 
there 
is a natural tendency to be 
skimpy in the spoonfuls, and to put 
not too 
many of them in a dish. In 
the kitchen they can keep control of 
what goes on the table and make a 
small supply suffice for many board­ 
ers, by the simple expedient of di­ 
viding it up into as many portions as 
may be required 
to 
make 
it 
go 
around. 
In 
short, 
where 
yom can 
help yourself you get all you want; 
where you are helped in the kitchen 
you 
may get all you want or you 
may not. 
“Fo in 
choosing a boarding place 
not** for on** thing, and I should say 
the first thing, in what manner the 
vegetables are served, and if they 
are put on the 
table in individual 
portions in little 
dishes, why, then 
you want to look out; 
and if you 
have 
any question 
about 
the size 
af the portions you had better give 
yourself the benefit of the doubt. 
“A simple rule this may seem to 
be, but as to whether tho table is 
generously supplied 
or not 
all 
ex­ 
perienced boarders find a sure guide 
in what comes rn the little dishes.”
